The bag filter 10 is an equipment usually used in environment-related industries, 
which is capable of economically and efficiently separating dust particles from the gas. The 
bag filter 10 comprises: an upright housing 1 1 formed in the shape of a box and connected 
to the inlet duct 1 ; and a plurality of filtering members 12, such as cloth or felt, arranged in 
the upright housing 1 1 . Between the upright housing 1 1 and the filtering members 12 are 
defined dust collecting layers 13. 
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
